Delegates Gathering to the Omaha 


Convention. 


GRESHAM THE FAVORITE, WITH WEA 
VER SECOND CHOICE. 


Independence Day Enthusiasm to Be 
Made the Most Of—Personal Interviews 
Novel Proposition by Single Tax Men 
—Tammany’s Invitation to Cleveland— 
Campaign Notes. 


OMAHA, Neb., July 1.—At 10 0’clock to- mor - 
row the first national nominating conven- 
tion ot the Alliance-People’s-Independent 
party will be tormally convened in Omaha. 
The arrangements are to appoint all com- 
mittees at the noon session to-morrow, 
listen to speeches in the evening from promi- 
nent members of the faith, adjourn till Mon- 
day at noon, and before the close of the 
Fourth of July adopta platform, nominatea 
presidential ticket and adjourn perma- 


nentiy. 

The idea of the leaders who fixed up the 
slate is to arouse popular enthusiasm among 
the granger class by appearing to identify 
the movement with the spirit commonly as- 
sociated with the Declaration of American 
Independence, That the idea may be further 
carried out. There will be exactly 1,776 dele- 
gates entitled to participate in the conven- 
tion. The first thing to be done after or- 
ganizing will be the adoption ofa resolution 
extending to Union and Oonfederate soldiers 
the freedom ofthe Convention Hall, Nearly 
all the delegates are in the city, and the ro- 
mainder will arrive this evening and to-mor- 
row morning. As expressed by members of 
the National Executive Committee, the party 
is really pleased with the platformof the 
Prohibitionists and assert that if fusion is de- 
sired a compromise can be readily effected. 

Geo. F. Gaither of Alabama arrived to-day. 
Gaitheris Chairman of the People’s party 
State Executive Committee anda member of 
the National Committee, ‘‘Gresham is frst 
choice of the Alabama delegation for the 
ticket, said he, and Weaver second. Ben 
Terrell of Texas would be their choice for 
Vice, but as he has been nominated for Con- 
gress and they want him to represent them 
there they will favor Macanne for second 
place. The nomination of Cleveland has 
busted the solid South wideopen. I am only 
one of 80,000 voters in my State who stand as 
I dopn that point. 

Samuel W. Williams, chairman of the In- 
diana Gelegation, arrived this morning.

OUR SOUTHERN NEIGHBORS, 


Rebellion in Bragil—Desperate Street En- 
counter—Notes. 


Rro JANERIO, July 1.—It is impossible to 
ascertain the the real situation in the dis- 
turbed State of Rio Grande do Sul. All tele- 
grams are delayed and newspapers have 
been suppressed. Gen. Castilho’s party Is 
dominant and is gathering forces to attack 
Bage, where it is reported Gen. Tavares has 
under his command 6,000 soldiers. Porto 
Alegre was much damaged by last week's 
bombardment. The gunboats there yielded 
to the federal government, which favors Gen. 
Castilho. 

There wasa desperate battle tn Viamao, 
which is twelve miles east and south of Porto 
Alegre, onalakeof the same name as the 
town. After three hours’ heavy fighting the 
Castilhos were defeated. The Federal troops 
escaped with little loss, but forty-eight of the 
CastHhos troops were killed inthe battle. 
Among them killed is Queros, chief of the 
Republicans. 

There was also a battle between the con- 
tending forces, near Bagonalin the southern 
part ot the State. In this engagement the 
Castilhos forces were successful. Col. Gomez 
was commanding and routed the federals. 
The cavalry lost all of their horses which fell 
into the hands of the Castilhos troops. 


DISTURBANCE AT MARTINIQUE. 

MARTINIQUE, West Indies, July 1.—The re- 
cent municipal elections here created great 
excitement and resulted in one murder and 
probably fatally stabbing of another man. 
The rival leaders in the election disturbance 
were St. Yvesand Nicoll. They met in th 
street, and after an angry dispute Knive 
were drawn. They fought for a long time, 
cutting each other viciously. Nicoll finally 
drove his knife into St. Yves’ stomach, and 
the latter died almost immediately. Before 
receiving his death wound St. Yves plunged 
his knife into Nicoll’s breast. The latter 
fought with desperation after the injury, but 
fell exhausted to the street after fatally 
stabbing his opponent. He was removed to 
his house and is now in a critical condition. 
It is thought he cannot live. Many of the 
leaders of both parties have been arrested 
and are now in jail. 


A DUEL DATED, 
Orry OF MExIco, July 1.—Two prominent 
Generals of the Mexican army have been in- 
volved in a dispute so far that: nothing buta 
duel will settle their differences. The quarrel 
grew out of the mock battle which was 
fought some weeks ago in the vicinity of the 
capital by a large body of Mexican troops in 
the presence of President Diaz and a vast 
concourse of visitors. One of the Generals, 
Sostensz Rocha, a distinguished officer now 
on the retired list, published a series of arti- 
cles in Ei Combate,a paper devoted to military 
affairs, criticising the maneuvers severely 
froma strategic and scientific standpoint. 
These attacks were not relished by Gen. 
Gasper Sanchez Ocho, commanding the body 
of troops which acted on the. offensive in the 
engagement, and he made a bitter retort, in- 
sinuating that his detractor was inspired by 
ealousy and other base motives In criticising 
im.

EMPLOYES AT THE NIEDRINGHAUS 
WORKS REMAIN AT WORK.

The Helmbacher Mill Men Say They Are 
Not On a Strike, But Merely Taking 6 
Vacation—Niedringhaus Bros. Fear Ho

Aga result of a refusal to sign thg scale 
adopted by the Amalgamated Associ 
session for a week past at Pittsburg 
heaters, rollers and puddlers em; 
the Helmbacher Forge & Rolling unis Cor, 
numbering 150, quit work last night and the 
mills have been shut down. In the 
scale adopted last year and signed 
by tile manufacturers of the/United States, 
there was a clause embod in the scale 
granting@he employes a Wo weeks vaca- 
tion from the t of July. 
At the meeting of / the association 
of Sheet Iron Manufactupers and the Amaiga- 
mated Association of Iron Workers, just held 
in Pittsburg, committees from oth organiza- 
tions met in Gonterénce to arrange a scale 
for the present year. The scale prepared by 
the Amalgamated Association was considered 
satisfactory to the manufacturers, and they 
were reported favorably by the com- 
mittees from both sides. The shear- 
ing clause and the two weeks’ 
vacation being omitted by mutual consent. 
Another phraseinthe scale relative to the 
salaries of the workers was also dropped, as 
both employer and employes argued that the 
industry Was yet in its infancy in this coun- 
try, and that it would be sul- 
cidal to the manufacturer to 
have prices regulated, and this department 
was also dropped out to receive che consid- 
eration of the consecretion meeting. 

a AT THE HELMBACHER MILLS. 

A reporter forthe Posr-Dtsraren called on 
Mr. G. L. Goetz, Secretary of the Helmbacher 
Forge & Rolling Mills Co., this afternoon and 
when asked why the company’s mills were 
shut down, he replied: *‘Our men are out 
because we have refused so far to sign the 
scale just adopted at Pittsburg. The scale 
was presentedto us Monday and we have 
been considering it, not deeming it advisable 
to sign it right away, and as a result our men 
have all gone out. The fact of 
the matter is ue cannot afford 
to sign the scale, as it will 
be impossible for us to continue business ata 
profit and pay the same wages that we have 
been compelled to pay during the past 

Now in Pennsylvania 
no organized lodges, I 
some parts of the State, 
and the large manufaeturers have their pud- 
dling work done for from $3.25 to $8.50 per ton 
while we are compelled to pay for the same 
work $5.50. As they are in the cen- 
ter of the coal and iron regions you will 
readily see how well we can afford to com- 
pete with them. For us tosign another scale 
compelling us to pay the prices that we have 
had to pay would be suicide to our bust 
ness. On account of having to pay 
such high prices for our labor we have 
to sell at an advance to make both ends 
meet. Ourmen are not considerate. They 
should consider our circumstances as well as 
their own, forif our business should be shut 
down ali together, the would all be 
thrown out of employment. When 
we learned they were going out we asked 
them to work the rest of this week out until 
we had further time to consider the matter. 
This they refusedtodo, No, I cannot tell 
whether we will sign the scale or not. We 
will take our time now. 

A number ofthe puddlers were found ata 
boarding-house on South Third street, ana 
when asked why they went out, 
the spokesman for the group replied: 
»in the scale adopted at our last 
convention it was specifically stated that we 
should have a two weeks’ holiday and we are 
takingit. If our firm had signed the scale 
before this morning we would have been 
compelled to keep at work, as 
the scale adopted at the convention 
just held, the week’s vacation, among other 
clauses, * ere omitted. Me have not thought 
of a strike as yet, but when our vacation is 
up if the scale is not signed, the Helmbacher 
Forge & Rolling Mill Co, will have to look for 
more men, for as a matter of course we will 
not return to work. 

AT THE NIEDRINGHAUS MILLS. 

A visit to the Niedringhaus works found 
the men all at work, as that firm had signed 
the scale and employesand employer were 
working together in harmony. We antici- 
pate no trouble,’’ said Mr. Geo. W. Niedring- 
baus, as we have complied with 
the wishes of the Amagamated As 
sociation and; as I understand tit, the 
scale was signed by my father in Pittsburg, 
or else our men would not be at work. 

a telegram. from my father last 
stating that everything had 
amicably settled and a later telegram 
from a committee from the Amalgamated 
Association to Mr. John Johns, one of our 
employes, confirms his report, and we have 
no fear of any trouble. My brother will re- 
turn to-morrow and if there is any misun- 
derstanding it will all come out then. I can’t 
say whether our men will take a two weeks’ 
vacation or not.

CROP REPORTS. N 


Kansas Farmers Short of Harvester 
South Dakota Prospects. 

ToreKaA, Kan., July 1.—Kansas farmers are 
having great trouble in securing sufficient 
hands to harvest the enormous crop of wheat 
in the State, most of which is now reaay for 
cutting. There is an alarming scarcity of 
farm hands, and the farmers are offering 
high wages to secure sufficient help. At all 
the stations along the Santa Fe Railway the 
trains are daily besieged by farmers trying 
to secure men to work. They offer from $2to 
$3 a day with board, wages which have 
never been known to prevailin the State be- 
fore. Last year’s wheat crop was 54,055,000 
bushels, and the yield this year will probably 
exceed that ofany previous year in the his- 
tory of the State. Inthe central and north- 
ern portions of the State at least 20,000 farm- 
hands can find employmentat wages ranging 
from $2to$8a day with board, during the 
harvest. The oat crop, too, promises a very 
large yield and the corn crop—the acreage of 
which exceeds any previous year—will prob- 
ably exceed any former yield, providing of 
course that no general disaster overtakes it 
before harvest time. Conservative estimates 
place the total yield in the neighborhood of 
200,000,000 bushels. Arrangements are being 
made by the Santa Fe Railway to relieve the 
situation as regards the scarcity of farm la- 
borers. They will enable the employment of 
idle people in Oklahoma and will make a low 
excursion rate into the State, which together 
with the high rates of wages prevaling will 
probably induce enough men to come to Kan- 
sas to insure the speedy harvesting of the 
crops. 


SOUTH DAKOTA PROSPECTS. 

Hvurkon, 8. D., July 1.—Bulletin No. 12, 
issued from the United States Weather 
Bureau intbis city, gives the condition of 
crops in South Dakota for the week ending 
June 28: Theamount of rainfall during the 
week was above the average and fairly well 
distributed throughout the State, except that 


afew localities, especially portions of the 
Black Hills country, had exceptionally 
heavy showers. The average fail for the 
State was about one inch and a quarter. 

The temperature during the week was con- 
siderably below the average and the nights 
have been abnormally cool; this has been 
unfavorable to corn, which is generally 
back wari. 

The amount of sunshine has been below 
the average and cloudy weather has pre- 
valled. 

On general average the week was not as 
favorable as the last. The moisture is ample 
and all crops are in condition to derive the 
greatest benefit from higher temperature 
and more sunshine, Corn especially needs 
these conditions. 

Small grain is looking well, 
eral thing, is rank on the ground, with 
heavy, deep roots and full.stool. The early- 
sown wheat is gjolnting, while rye and barley 
are heading. 

Grass is in fine condition and a heavy crop 
of hay expected.

Keane and her husband whereby she and her 
husband were to have the custody of their 9- 
year-old daughter, Grace, each alternative 
week while the divorce suit was pending. 
Thie ‘s Mrs, Keane’s week to have the child, 
and she has been unable to get it from her 
busband, notwithstanding that she is armed 
with three orders of court -t ue original order 
made relative to the d‘sposition of the 
child, a writ of assistance issued 
by Judge Valliant last Monday, directing the 
Sheriff to ald her in getting the chiid and the 
writ of habeas corpus yesterday. Keane 
claims to be willingto give up the child, and 
even to have gone looking for his wife to give 
up the child, but the fact is that neither his 
wife nor a Deputy Sheriff could find him. 

Deputy Sheriff Shaperkotter, who was in 
trusted with serving the writ of 
habeas corpus yesterday stated that 
he went out to Keane’s house at #518 Caroline 
street yesterday afternoon about 6 o’clock, 
and was told by Keane’s sister that her 
brother was not at home. 

OUT THE BACK DOOR. 

He waited around until about 6 o’clock, 
when a little girlcame to him, he said, as he 
was standing with his back to a church a 
short distance away, watching the front 
door of Keane’s house. The little girl asked 
Shaperkotter, he states, if he was waiting 
to see Mr. Keane; and the deputy said he 
was. Then, he alleges, the littie girl said: 

Why he has gone out the back door with 
Gracie and went down Park avenue.“ 

Deputy Shaperkotter hastened around to 
the rear and looked up and down the street 
indicated by the little girl, but could see 
nothing of Keaneorthe child. The deputy 
remained hovering about the house until 
after 7 o’clock when he gave up the searen.
